ennium will amount to $19 .854.106. 
The greatest increase in funds 
is in the "personal services” cate­ 
gory of the bill. Personal services 
include both regular and extra 
help salaries. 
The 
amount 
appropriated 
is 
$14,731,69 3, 
as

with 
$10,332.070, for the past biennium. 
According to the press release 
on the appropriation. DSS re­ 
ceived sutplus funds during the 
last biennium from other sources, 
making thp total money available 
to the institution $16.336,415.
